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1. Yao Sukhumd (43°00'mN/)1°02'n) main airfield, Georgian S.5. R,, was 
Located on the na-thern edre of the towm. The streetcar line which 
ecosses the tomm center from south to north ends at the main entrance 
af the airfield immediately after leaving the tow area, The 
fielc. extended about 2 ims measured fron rorthwest to southeast, and 

about 1,000 neters from southwest to northeast. A concrete runway 
avout. 1,75C meters long and 35 moters wide crossed the entire field 
from northwest to southeast. The runvay was completed in Aucust 1947. 
A.corcrete taxiway about 500x20 meters ran from the runway to the 
_ southern edge of the airfield, 


2. Tre field had two larce hangars with sliding doors and concrete aprons 
in front of them, three larze wooden buildings, presumably housing the 
administration and the weather and radio stations, a larze tent canton- 
mant which was occupied by 200 to 300 men summer and winter, and en 
uidercround fuel tank installation. 


3. fae field was ocewoied by an average of 30 to lo twin-enjine and four - 
ezine aircraft, ineluc ing Ju-52s and vondors. i the fourj-sngine 
Uranipons gs about 25 were permanently stationed at the field. These 

aircralt were fitted with radial engines, the two inboard encines 
a@opei'ontly projectin; farther than the two outboard engines. The crart 
was an alievetal low-wing monoplae fitted with comparatively high and 
narrew rudder assembly and retractable landing cear Lut no nose wheel. 
Tie cigar shaped fuselaze had round windows: the first two or three were 
slichtly above the line of thea other windows, The plexivlass cockpit 
cansisted of several panes, four square windows at the bottom civing the 
pilot. visibility underneath.
